Dear Ms. Best: 

You requested records regarding all documents relating to some DOJ components as a result of 
referrals from the Federal Bureau Of Prisons (BOP) regarding instances of unauthorized 
disclosures of information (AKA leaks) for investigations and/or prosecutions between January 
20, 1981 to present. Your request, as with FOIA request number 2019-05316, in which BOP’s 
determination was affirmed by the Office of Information and Policy (copy of affirmance 
enclosed), would require the BOP to conduct an unreasonably burdensome search utilizing the 
vague language of “instances of unauthorized disclosure of information.” 

In order for this Office to respond to your request, we would have to spend thousands of hours 
researching and pulling files, in order to retrieve the information you seek. As such, we are 
administratively closing this request. To ensure you are not disadvantaged by our action, if you 
reformulate your request and make it less burdensome within 30 days from the date of this 
letter, we will place your request in the processing queue where it would have been.
